SAN FHANCISCO, June 28.— A fire to-day 


stilt-ted iu the box factory of Carrick, 
Williams & Wright and in a few mo- 
meats the whole block bounded by 
Fourth, Fifth. Bryant and Brannan 
streets was in a blaze. It spread south 
and east until it reached tho large 
brick building corner of Fourth and 
Townsend street, formerly occupied by 
tho general offices of tho Southern 
Pacific Company, but now used aa a 
store-house. The people were panic 
stiickeu aud it was estimated that no 
less 1 him 100,000 persons were assem- 
bled in tho vicinity of the fire and the 
police could not 
keep them away. 


When the flra had burned for throe 
hours the wind shifted aud blew the 
flames back over the burnt district. 


Several persons were injured and a 


Miss Gilroy while attempting to save 
some of her personal effects, was cov- 
ered with oil and burned to death. 


Three blocks were burned and tho 


loss is estimated at over $1,000,000, 
about ons-third of which was covered 
with insurance. About throe hundred 
families are homeless without clothing 
or funituro and many ol' thorn are 
destitute.

FLUSH TIM15S IN WASHOJS. 


Adviiucu in Prices Incident to Mining— 


I.inv-Aljl<llng Cltl/.ens Xot withstand- 
ing Their Niiim-s. 


As stated in a former letter, the yeai 


18GO brought with it many changes 
from the plodding and quiet ways of 
tho early settlers in Washoe Valley. 
The products of the soil, which for 
years had but a nominal value, and 
largely a smatter of barter, were now 
in demand at very high prices as com- 
pared with the present, and gold and 
silver coins were freely exchanged for 
grain, hay and all kinds of farm and 
garden produce. 
These high prices 


were, of course, very acceptable to 
those who had such products to sell, 
but to many poor immigrants, who 
were then coming across the plains, the 
prices worn usually a great surprise. 
Being on tue plains all the Summer 
where vegetables were not to be had at 
any price, they naturally wanted an 
early change of diet when arriving 
whore garden and field products could 
be had. This was illustrated to this 
writer near Hagtown on the Carson 
Kiver in 1860. Our itrain of tvveaty- 
joven wagons had just crossed the 
'Great American Deaert" and was 
amped a few miles up the river from 
where we encountered good water and 
grass, just above Bagtown. Near our 
;amp was a huckster from California 
by the name of 1!. C. Kaynous, who had 
gone down to meet the incoming immi- 
grants with fresh vegetables as well as 
flour and other necessaries of lite. Of 
our party was the family of Sam Smith 
from Iowa. Mrs. Smith soon heard 
that fresh vegetables were to he had 
from tho huckster and told Sam to go 
over to the "store "and got some po- 
atoes for a change. Sam, in response, 
muted up the family purse, which, by 
;he way, was not at all plethoric, and 
started. 
Arriving in 
front of the 


huckster's lajout 
he accosted the 


dealer by saying: "Tlello, Captain! 
rlavo you any potatoes?" Being in- 
'ornied that potatoes wore kept in 
stock, Sam next inquired the price. 
Tho dealer aaid ho was selling them at 


fifteen cents" Sam promptly said, 
give me a bushel." The dealer readily 
livinod the fact that >Sam did not fully 
jomprehend the situation so he said: 
'StrangerI guess you are off your nut 


little; potatoes are sold by the 


pound and not by the bushel." Sam 
umbled and almost instantly said: "I 
vill take a pound." The cental system 
n the sale of potatoes was new and 
nterestiug to "all tender feet" then.

JULY TEMPERATURE AND BAIN. 


As no writer has ever lived, whose 


productions have been understood 
alike by all who have read them, fre- 
quent explanations are necessary, in 
order that a fair proportion of my 
readers may give a right construction 
to my weather forecasts.

that by sympathetic vibrations or other- 
wise,

In my long range forecasts of tem- 


perature and rain or drouth it is not 
possible to be exact in all particulars, 
but I try to make the forecasts practi- 
cal.
